BUFFALO, 
The — displayed by the man- 


agets of the two great rival roads is most com- 
‘mendable, and has resulted in a benefit to the 
‘traveling public which cannot be over. estimated, 
The passengers by the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern Lines speak in most enthusiastic terms 
of the comfort, speed and ease of their trip 
hitherward, and from them we have gleaned the 
following items, which speak themselves in 
loader tones than can the most devoted syp- 
porter of the line, 

The hour of starting from Buffalo was 6 A. M., 
and the schedule of time promised the anxious 
delegates and weary travelers a comfortable 
bed in Chicago at 10 F. M. The Grst stretch 
was from Buffalo to Dunkirk, forty-one miles, 
and was run in iy nine minutes, including the 
time of leaving the depot at Buffalo and the 
necessarry slacking as they veared the Dun- 
kirk station. The two hundred passengers 
gased with amezement as at this terrific pace 
the buge train dashed along, and oceasionally, 
when a mile a minute” was scoomplished, the 
“ boldest held his breath,” and the timid ones 
trembled in their boots. 

The depot at Dunkirk was crowded to reple- 
tion. The gaily decorated engines, the waving 
flags, patriotically inscribed, the buazaings of 
the maftftude, and the beoming of the welcom- 
ing cannon, formed a scene which will long live 
in. the memory of those who were so fortupate 
as to witness it. Here the monster delegation 
whieh had reached Dunkirk by the Erie Red, 
numbering some two bundred in all, jomed 
with the aforementioned party, and together, in 
ove huge train, they started on their day’s ride 
through the beautiful section of country of 
which we western people are so justly proud. 
Tus road was in excellent order, the mils 
were as firm as the rock of Gibraltar, while the 
entire absence of dust was e noticcable feature 
to thore who had provided themselves. with 
linen coats and ¢alico caps with which to keep 
clean their more sombre suits. It became evi- 
dent that the managers of the road were up to 
something not down in the bill, for, as one by 
one, the observing passengers would remark, 
„We are ahead of time,” “ How like Sambo we 
are goiog,” &c., they would give a knowing 
smile or an intelligent wink, as much as to say, 
“You keep still, we'll attend to your case.” 
After awhile it leaked out, that they had so ar- 
ranged their time that in eli human probabiltty 
the train would reach Chieago at 5:16 P. M. or 
néarly two hours ahead of time of the rival 
cars.
